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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that autonnating the 
implementation method, the implementation method comprising the understanding (mapping, diagramming, etc.) of the business' current 
document handling processes for planning purposes, of the McDonell image-based document handiling and delivery system would not 
have been obvious.
